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DEDICATION 


Jane  Brewer 

Jane  Brewer  is  likely  the  longest  tenured  elected  official  in  Sandwich.  She 
was  first  elected  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  in  1 964  -  37  years  of  continuing 
service!  If  that  were  all  she  had  done  for  the  town  it  would  still  be 
remarkable  and  laudable.  But  wait  -  there's  more! 


Jane,  her  husband  Bob,  and  infant  daughter  Louisa  came  to  town  in  1957, 
among  the  earlier  refugees  from  southern  New  England's  encroaching 
civilization.  They  settled  in  the  old  Tappan  place  on  the  crown  of  Mt.  Israel 
Road.  She  lived  there  until  after  Bob  died  in  1985  and  later  moved  to 
Squam  Lake  Road  near  Barville  Pond  where  she  is  still  building  her  dream 
house. 


Beginning  her  community  service  here  with  the  Maple  Leaf  Troop  of  the 
Girl  Scouts,  Jane  became  involved  with  the  newly  formed  Swiftwater 
Council,  the  statewide  organization,  and  is  still  active  at  that  level.  Bob 
was  a  leader  in  the  town's  Boy  Scout  troop  and  gave  Jane  a  hand  in  some 
of  the  girls'  activities.  All  this  with  a  second  daughter,  Terry,  and  four 
foster  children,  including  twins.  Meanwhile  she  had  a  full-time  job  with  a 
Weirs  marina. 

Later,  Jane  went  to  work  with  local  surveyor  Roger  Merriman,  and  for  ten 
years  helped  as  a  clerk  and  then  as  a  competent  technician,  converting 
field  notes  to  maps.  At  about  that  point  she  was  first  elected  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  for  the  town,  as  mentioned.  To  keep  things  interesting,  she 
got  the  families  of  the  Scout  troop  organized  to  send  the  troop  off  to 
Mexico  for  a  meet.  This  took  a  lot  of  doing  but  it  was  a  great  success. 

Jane  took  her  financial  experience  to  the  Moultonboro  branch  of  the 
Meredith  Village  Savings  Bank,  somewhat  closer  to  home.  She  also  joined 
forces  with  neighbor  Katie  Pohl's  "Katie's  Country  Kitchen"  which  brought 
homemade  baked  goods  and  jellies  to  the  Sandwich  Home  Industries,  the 
Sandwich  Fair,  and  special  events  in  the  village. 

Interested  in  the  theater  from  early  days,  Jane  was  very  instrumental  in 
the  formation  of  the  Sandwich  Players  which  has  engaged  many  townsfolk 
and  others,  young  and  old,  in  the  many  facets  of  theatrical  productions. 
She  has  also  maintained  her  board  membership  with  the  renowned 
Barnstormers  Theater  in  Tamworth. 

In  the  1960s,  Jane  and  Bob  returned  to  the  church  affiliation  of  their  youth 
and  joined  the  United  Church  of  Christ  (Congregational)  in  Centre  Harbor. 
Jane's  progressive  involvement  in  the  activities  and  responsibilities  of  the 
church  has  included  serving  as  treasurer,  deacon,  committee  member  for 
the  outreach  mission,  and  the  pastoral-relations  committee. 

She  has  gone  beyond  just  local  involvement  and  reached  state  and 
national  levels  of  service.  She  is  a  credit  to  a  fine  town  she  has  helped  to 
build,  and  a  state  and  nation  she  has  helped  improve.  Thanks  Jane.

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT:  2000 

The  year  2000  was  generally  quiet  and  peaceful  in  Sandwich,  neither  "Y2K"  nor  Mother 
Nature  causing  any  great  excitement.  A  number  of  ongoing  issues  continued  to  occupy 
the  Town,  including  how  to  pay  for  education;  in  addition,  several  new  projects  were 
undertaken  or  completed. 

Although  the  statewide  property  tax  has  been  ruled  unconstitutional  in  Superior  Court  at 
this  writing,  the  issue  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  create  difficulties.  As  a  "donor"  town, 
Sandwich  contributed  a  total  of  $5000  to  the  coalition  lawsuit.  As  appeals  are  filed  and 
the  case  continues,  the  Town  will  need  to  decide  at  what  length  it  is  prepared  to  pursue 
the  issue.  In  a  related  development,  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  found 
inequities  in  the  assessment  of  properties  in  the  town.  Consequently,  the  DRA  asked  the 
Bureau  of  Tax  and  Land  Appeals  to  order  a  total  revaluation  of  Sandwich  properties. 
With  DRA  assurances  to  the  Town  in  1999  that  such  an  expensive  process  was  not  an 
immediate  prospect,  the  Revaluation  Capital  Reserve  Fund  was  not  increased  last  year. 
Now,  as  a  revaluation  is  estimated  to  cost  upwards  of  $75,000,  the  Town  will  need  to 
make  large  additions  to  the  fund  over  the  next  two  years. 

The  Transfer  Station  has  seen  a  number  of  improvements  over  the  past  year.  The 
purchase  of  a  compactor  for  paper  goods  should  reduce  the  waste  stream  and  help 
offset  increased  "tipping"  charges.  The  Highway  Department  helped  prepare  the  site  for 
concrete  and  constructed  a  shelter  for  protection  from  the  elements.  The  mandated 
monitoring  of  the  capped  landfill  continues  to  show  no  environmental  problems.  The 
Town  went  forward  with  an  innovative  collaboration  with  the  Town  of  Tamworth  to 
purchase  and  share  the  operation  of  a  glass  crusher,  assisted  by  grant  money  from  NH 
the  Beautiful  and  a  donation  by  the  Quimby  Trust.  Not  only  will  this  free  up  much  needed 
space  at  the  dump  but  the  crushed  glass  is  ideal  for  use  as  a  subsurface  road  material. 
The  Town  contracted  to  log  part  of  the  Transfer  Station  lot,  providing  some  reasonably 
priced  firewood  log  loads  to  Town  residents. 

The  Highway  Department  completed  the  reconstruction  and  paving  of  Vittum  Hill  Rd,  a 
project  of  unprecedented  scope  and  expense  for  the  Town.  They  deserve  our  thanks  for 
their  hard  work  and  dedication. 

The  Fire  Department  continued  to  provide  valuable  and  selfless  service  to  the 
townspeople,  helping  to  save  the  Vierus  residence  on  Upper  Rd.  from  a  serious  fire 
threat.  Five  AED's  (Automatic  External  Defibrillators)  were  purchased,  in  part  through 
the  generosity  of  the  Sandwich  Fire  Rescue  Association  and  the  Quimby  Trust.  Always  a 
priority,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  dry  hydrants  in  town  continued;  the  siting  for  a 
new  fire  pond  near  the  entrance  to  the  Transfer  Station  was  initiated,  with  test  pits 
completed. 
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After  several  years  of  relying  solely  on  part-time  officers  to  supplement  the  work  of  the 
full-time  chief,  the  Board  has  decided  to  support  a  return  to  a  second  full-time  officer  for 
the  Police  Department. 

The  excellent  work  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  continued,  receiving  both 
accolades  and  suggestions  for  the  future  from  a  survey  administered  during  the  late 
summer.  Of  note,  the  swim  lessons  at  the  Town  beach  reached  record  numbers  and 
expansion  for  the  coming  year  may  have  to  be  considered.  The  extraordinary  support  of 
the  Quimby  Trust  continues  to  help  Sandwich  provide  recreational  opportunities  far 
beyond  those  enjoyed  by  similar  towns  in  the  area. 

The  results  of  another  survey,  this  one  initiated  by  the  Planning  Board  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission,  will  help  to  update  the  Master 
Plan  over  the  next  few  years. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  changed  personnel  during  the  fall,  with  Fred  E.  Bickford 
replacing  Robert  N.  "Bud"  Burrows,  who  resigned  for  health  reasons.  The  wisdom  of 
Bud's  many  years  of  experience  will  be  missed  by  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  endeavored  to  keep  a  close  watch  on  the  budget  with  the 
goal  of  a  stable  tax  rate.  The  help  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  has  been 
invaluable.  The  expertise  of  our  administrative  assistant,  Wendy  Huff,  has  proven 
indispensable,  as  has  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Department  Heads.  The  hard 
work  and  dedication  of  our  town  employees  often  goes  unremarked;  they  deserve  our 
thanks. 

We  would  particularly  like  to  applaud  all  of  the  townspeople  who  volunteer  their  time  and 
labor  to  help  govern  Sandwich.  Your  contributions  make  this  a  splendid  place  to  live.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2000  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an 
opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require 
that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements 
are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the 
amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting 
principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.   We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets  account 
group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As 
is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Sandwich  has  not 
maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general 
fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material 
respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  as  of  December  3 1 ,  2000,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Sandwich  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed 
as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required 
part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich.  Such  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and, 
in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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Moderator  Frederick  Rozelle  called  the  second  session  of  the  237th 
Sandwich  Town  Meeting  to  order  on  Wednesday,  March  1 5,  2000  at  7:00 
p.m.  at  the  Sandwich  Central  School.   Reverend  David  Blackshear 
offered  the  invocation  and  Trevor  Greene  and  Annie  Miner  led  the  Pledge 
of  Allegiance.  Mr.  Rozelle  said  all  voters  must  check  in  with  the  Ballot 
Clerks  to  receive  a  voter  card,  he  then  introduced  the  Ballot  Clerks, 
Supervisors  of  the  Checklist,  Town  ClerkATax  Collector  and  her  Deputy, 
Selectmen,  Administrative  Assistant,  himself  and  the  Assistant  Moderator 
and  the  Police  Chief.  He  also  introduced  Margaret  Kimball,  the  mike 
runner.  He  pointed  out  the  location  of  the  exits  and  rest  rooms  and  said 
smoking  in  the  building  is  prohibited.  Mr.  Rozelle  stated  that  the  rules  for 
this  meeting  will  be  based  pretty  much  on  Robert's  Rules  with  some 
departures  based  on  Rowan's  and  Rozelle's  Rules.  He  will  not  recognize 
a  motion  to  adjourn  until  the  business  of  the  evening  is  finished  and  any 
ruling  he  makes  may  be  challenged  by  any  voter  and  he  may  be  over- 
ruled by  a  simple  majority  vote.  Any  challenger  will  be  recognized  and  no 
second  is  required.  The  challenger  has  the  right  to  state  his/her  reasons 
for  the  challenge.   He  read  the  following  rules: 

(A)  Anyone  wishing  to  make  a  motion,  second  a  motion,  or  speak  on  an 
Article  must  first  be  recognized  by  the  Moderator  -  there  will  be  no  cross- 
floor  debates.  (B)  When  recognized,  please  stand,  wait  for  the  mike,  start 
your  name  and  approximate  address  when  making  or  seconding  a  motion, 
or  speaking  to  any  motion  or  amendment.  (Reasons  for  this  rule-minutes 
of  the  meeting;  get  to  know  each  other;  be  sure  person  is  qualified  to 
speak).  (C)  Voting  will  be  by  a  show  of  hands  using  the  voter  cards.  If 
you  leave  the  room  for  any  reason,  please  leave  your  card  with  the  Ballot 
Clerks  at  the  door  and  pick  it  up  when  you  return.  (D)  Seven  voters  may 
challenge  the  declared  vote  on  any  Article  before  the  next  Article  is 
brought  up.  Then  a  secret  ballot  must  be  held.  (E)  If  a  secret  ballot  is 
desired  on  any  Article,  a  written  request  signed  by  five  voters  is  required 
and  must  be  presented  to  the  Moderator  any  time  prior  to  the  vote  on  the 
Article.  I  will  not  recognize  such  a  request  unless  all  those  signing  the 
request  are  present.  (F)  Five  voters  may  request  a  recount  of  a  secret 
ballot  before  the  next  Article  is  taken  up  provided  that  the  vote  margin  was 
less  than  10%  of  the  total  vote  cast.  (G)  No  one  can  speak  a  second  time 
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until  everyone  has  had  a  chance  to  speak  a  first  time.  An  exception  will 
be  made  when  a  person  is  answering  a  series  of  questions.  (H)  Any 
Article  may  be  legally  amended,  each  amendment  will  be  discussed 
independently  and  acted  upon  before  the  Article  itself  is  called.  I  will  not 
recognize  a  motion  to  table  indefinitely  or  to  pass  over  an  Article,  nor,  as  I 
said  before,  one  to  adjourn  the  meeting  until  the  business  of  the  meeting 
is  over  for  the  evening,  (i)  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  Article  may  be 
made  any  time  prior  to  final  adjournment  and  the  Article  would  be  taken 
up  again  immediately  unless  protected  by  a  vote  to  restrict  reconsideration 
-  or  unless  I  refuse  to  accept  the  motion. 
(J)  Only  registered  voters  may  speak  from  the  floor.  (K)  No  motion  to 
call  the  question  will  be  accepted  until  everyone  has  had  a  chance  to  have 
their  questions  answered.  And,  as  one  of  my  mentors  used  to  say,  "the 
only  stupid  question  is  one  that  isn't  asked."  (L)  RSA's  cannot  be 
overruled  by  Town  Meeting.  (M)  I  will  vote  only  to  break  a  tie  vote  or  to 
cause  a  tie  vote  in  which  case  the  motion  fails.  (N)  We  have  a  lotto 
cover  tonight  and  if  the  meeting  appears  to  be  dragging  on  I  will  institute  a 
time  limit  for  each  person  speaking  on  a  motion.  As  you  have  heard  me 
say  before,  please  don't  feel  obliged  to  speak  on  every  Article,  and  please 
speak  only  to  the  Article  or  motion  that  is  on  the  floor  at  the  time. 

The  Moderator  read  the  results  of  Articles  One  and  Two  which  were 
voted  on  March  14,  2000.  Total  voter  turnout  on  March  14  was  446  with 
58  absentee  votes  returned.  He  thanked  the  people  who  ran  for  an  office 
and  didn't  win  and  all  the  people  who  helped  to  count  votes  on  election 
night. 

The  second  session  was  attended  by  1 34  registered  voters.  Mr.  Rozelle 
then  proceeded  to  Article  Three. 

ARTICLE  3.      To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist  from  $200  to  $300  and  to  increase  the 
salary  of  the  Health  Officer  from  $1 00  to  $200.  All  other  officers  to  be  paid 
at  last  year's  rate.  This  amount  is  included  in  Article  #4. 

Motion  by  Benjamin  Shambaugh,  second  by  Richard 
Allen,  voted  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  4.      To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $  294,81 1  for  the  following  purposes:

The  breakdown  of  the  major  categories  is  listed  in  the  budget. 
In  answer  to  questions  about  the  increase  from  last  year, 
Benjamin  Shambaugh  explained  salaries  are  going  up  2.5%,  the  Town  is 
giving  more  to  the  employee's  retirement  plan,  a  newsletter  is  planned 
from  the  Selectmen's  Office,  the  software  contract  for  the  tax  program  has 
increased.  He  also  explained  that  some  of  the  surplus  will  be  used  toward 
taxes.  Because  of  the  high  cost  of  fuel  oil  this  winter  a  prepayment  has 
been  appropriated  to  reduce  the  price  for  the  next  season.  Article  1 6  is 
not  included  in  the  General  Government  total.

It  was  not  needed  for  the 
beach  project  and  the  ADA  states  that  programs  have  to  be  accessible  but 
not  the  building.  In  this  case  it  was  determined  it  was  not  feasible  to  try  to 
make  the  second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  handicap  accessible.  There  is 
also  money  left  from  the  1995  Warrant  (Article  20).  Town  Counsel 
advised  the  Selectmen  that  is  it  not  necessary  to  rescind  the  original 
Articles,  that  re-appropriating  the  funds  is  a  correct  way  to  do  it.

The  following  cemeteries  are  governed  by  private  Associations  with  their 
own  organization,  fees  and  rules:  Rural  Cemetery  (Baptist  Church), 
Vittum  Hill  Cemetery,  Little's  Pond  Cemetery,  and  the  two  Quaker 
cemeteries. 

All  other  cemeteries  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sandwich  Cemetery 
Trustees. 

The  following  rules  apply  to  town  cemetery  operations: 

1 .  Town  cemeteries  are  open  for  burials,  weather  conditions 
permitting,  from  April  1  through  November  15. 

2.  Notify  Trustees  before  any  burial  plans  are  finalized. 

3.  Trustees  will  approve  of  the  grave  digger. 

4.  Trustees  will  provide  a  person  to  prepare  the  grave  for  a  cremains 
lot. 

5.  The  fees  for  body  and  cremains  burials  shall  be  set  by  the 
Trustees. 

The  Sandwich  Cemetery  Trustees  wish  to  thank  Katherine  Brown  and  her 
brothers  for  the  excellent  care  they  have  given  to  maintaining  Mason 
Cemetery  on  the  Ml  Israel  Road;  Mr.  Allan  Collette  for  the  general

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  conducted  a  monthly  schedule  of 
meetings  this  year.   The  meetings  are  held  the  second  Tuesday  of 
every  month  at  7:30.  Members  also  reviewed  the  actual  conditions 
for  several  Wetlands  applications.  We  thank  everyone  who 
attended  for  their  involvement  and  efforts.  Our  meeting  date  and 
time  has  been  changed  as  of  January  2001  to  the  first  Wednesday 
of  each  month;  this  will  avoid  a  continuing  conflict  with  vote 
counting  on  election  days. 

We  continued  our  support  of  the  '5  Days  Of  Sandwich'  summer 
Conservation  Education  program.  This  program  is  for  10  to  13 
year  olds.  Our  thanks  to  White  Sylvania  Trust,  Bearcamp  Valley 
Garden  Club,  and  private  donors  as  well  as  the  Town  for  their 
support.  In  2000  the  two  one-week  sessions  were  very  successful; 
again  this  year  they  were  grouped  by  level  of  interest.  We  rented 
two  minivans  for  the  sessions;  we  plan  to  improve  future 
transportation  by  renting  one  15  passenger  van.  Highlights  of  this 
summer's  activities  include  inspecting  frogs  for  deformities  (none 
were  found)  and  searching  for  invasive  exotic  plant  species. 

Another  successful  household  hazardous  waste  collection  was  held 
in  the  summer.  The  Moultonboro  location  has  proved  to  be 
convenient.  We  urge  everyone  to  turn  in  any  hazardous  waste  at 
this  free  summer  collection.  A  committee  called  by  the  Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission  will  address  establishing  a  more 
permanent  arrangement  for  collection  in  Spring  2001. 

There  has  been  much  interest  in  invasive  exotic  plants  recently.  In 
Sandwich,  Japanese  knotweed,  purple  loosestrife,  and  milfoil  are  of 
most  concern.  Knotweed  has  established  itself  in  several  locations. 
Milfoil  has  not  been  positively  identified  at  this  time,  however 
there  is  one  location  currently  being  monitored  carefully.  One

possible  instance  of  wild  purple  loosestrife  has  been  located,  we 
await  spring  for  positive  identification.  We  will  continue  to 
monitor  the  situation,  prepare  to  take  action  if  necessary,  and 
provide  education  on  this  problem. 

We  continued  our  maintenance  efforts  for  the  Bearcamp  River 
Trail  with  spring  cleanup.  We  hope  those  of  you  who  enjoy 
walking  this  trial  will  assist  with  this  work.  Unfortunately  the 
beavers  have  continued  their  efforts  inundating  some  trail  sections. 

The  state  DES  has  digitized  all  Prime  Wetlands  into  the  state  GIS 
mapping  system.  As  a  result  of  their  work,  we  will  be  responding 
in  spring  2001  to  some  location  questions  on  our  designated  Prime 
Wetlands. 

We  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Hall  office  staff  for  their 
efforts  this  year.

The  year  2000  continued  the  increase  in  activity  that  the  Department  has 
seen  in  recent  years.  In  May  a  structure  fire  on  Upper  Road  was 
discovered  by  Pete  Prentice  while  he  was  grading  the  roads  in  the  area.  A 
detached  shop  was  destroyed,  but  thanks  to  a  quick  response  by  the 
Department  and  help  from  Mutual  Aid,  the  fire  was  stopped  as  it  entered 
the  residence  and  damage  was  repairable  to  the  house.  In  October,  a  fire 
alarm  system  in  a  residence  on  Bearcamp  Pond  Road  reported  a  fire  in 
the  building.  Arriving  units  found  a  small  fire  in  the  living  room  caused  by 
improper  storage  of  ashes  from  the  fireplace. 

In  2000,  Department  members  again  put  in  over  3,1 00  hours  in  service  to 
the  Town  for  emergency  responses,  training,  and  work  details.  The  Fire- 
Rescue  Association  raised  $12,500  for  5  Automatic  External  Defibrillators 
(AEDs)  to  be  used  in  Town  for  cardiac  emergencies.  This  was  made 
possible  by  generous  contributions  from  the  Quimby  Trust,  the  Benz 
Fund,  Meredith  Village  Savings  Bank,  and  from  memorial  contributions  to 
the  Association.  Training  for  the  public  in  the  use  of  these  units  should 
begin  this  Spring.  The  Association  also  raised  over  $16,000  through  a 
fund  raising  letter  to  Town  residents,  toward  the  cost  of  a  new  rescue 
truck.  Finally,  the  Association,  through  an  anonymous  donation  and  other 
contributions,  spent  almost  $7,000  for  a  6  wheel  ATV  and  trailer  for  use  in 
back  country  rescues  and  fires.  As  you  can  see,  it  was  a  busy  year  for  the 
Association.  We  thank  the  many  people  who  helped  us  make  the  Town  a 
safer  place  this  year.

Heather  Peaslee  passed  away  this  past  Spring.  Heather  helped  the 
Department  in  too  many  ways  to  count  and  her  smile  and  laugh  are  sorely 
missed  around  the  station.  Stuart  Heard,  a  member  of  the  Department  for 
over  60  years,  passed  away  in  Autumn.  Stuart  was  a  devoted  member 
and  our  last  link  to  the  great  fire  that  destroyed  the  lower  village  in  the 
1930's. 

A  special  thank  you  to  Andrew  Peaslee  and  Kim  Tracy  for  extraordinary 
service  this  year.  Thanks  also  to  our  Auxiliary  and  the  Police  and  Highway 
Departments  for  all  their  help.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several 
Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  fires 
reported  during  the  2000  fire  season  was  below  average  as  referenced  in 
the  statistics  below.  Despite  this,  our  network  of  fire  towers  and  detection 
patrols  were  still  quite  busy  with  the  fire  towers  being  first  to  report  over 
135  fires.  These  fires  were  quickly  and  accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire 
department  for  their  prompt  and  effective  suppression  efforts.  Wildland 
fires  occurring  in  areas  where  homes  are  situated  in  the  woodlands  are  a 
serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can 
help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around 
them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly  identified  with  street 
numbers.  Please  contact  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau  to  request  a 
brochure  to  assist  you  in  assessing  fire  safety  around  your  home  and 
woodlands. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered 
with  snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L17,  the 
fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  Forest  Rangers 
have  investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber 
harvest  and  forest  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure 
compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber 
harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217,  or  for  general  information 
visit  our  website  at  www.dred.state.nh.us. 
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Forest  Fire  Warden  &  Forest  Ranger  Report  (continued) 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and 
3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  system  and  reports  from 
citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  These 
factors  are  critical  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  the  loss 
of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.  Due  to  permitting 
and  fire  safety  concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire  department 
BEFORE  using  portable  outdoor  fire  places  and  vessels,  including  those 
constructed  of  clay,  concrete,  or  wire  mesh. 

Please  contact  your  local  fire  department  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  REMEMBER  -  ONLY  YOU  CAN  PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES!!

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  winter  of  2000  saw  little  snow  but  plenty  of  freezing  rain  which  causes 
hard  road  conditions,  and  represents  the  22  times  the  men  were  called  out 
or  worked  overtime  in  the  first  2 1/2  months.  By  mid-March  we  were  blading 
and  placing  gravel  on  the  dirt  roads  which  is  a  very  early  spring. 

A  the  Recycling  Center,  we  did  the  groundwork  for  the  cement  work  and 
built  the  addition  for  the  new  compactor.  We  designed  and  had  built  a 
special  trailer  to  store  and  haul  the  plastic  to  be  recycled.  In  addition, 
safety  rails  were  placed  around  the  oil  collection  area. 

At  the  Library,  we  enlarged  the  upper  parking  lot.  The  Town  Beach 
(Squam)  parking  lot  was  also  enlarged,  which  involved  cutting  a  few  trees 
and  moving  the  stone  wall  back. 

June  saw  the  long  awaited  start  of  the  reconstruction  of  Vittum  Hill  Road, 
from  Little  Pond  Road  to  Whittier  Highway  (Route  25).  This  project  was 
completed  in  November.  Measuring  10,132'  long,  the  job  included  cutting 
brush,  digging  rocks  out  of  the  road  bed,  placing  culverts  as  needed, 
shaping  the  roadway  with  gravel,  placing  geo-textile,  a  finish  grade  of 
gravel,  and  a  2"  course  of  hot  mix.  The  final  touch  was  adding  gravel  to 
the  shoulders,  bringing  them  up  to  the  pavement  surface.  This  was  done 
with  the  help  and  equipment  from  the  Moultonboro  Highway  Department, 
for  which  I  thank  them  greatly.  To  all  the  people  on  Vittum  Hill  and 
Partridge  Hill,  thank  you  for  your  patience  throughout  this  project. 

On  June  26  we  received  our  new  one  ton  truck.  Once  again  I  would  like  to 
thank  the  men  at  the  Department:  Bill,  Ken,  Bob,  and  Kirke.  And  thanks 
also  to  Wendy  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

Sarah  Zuccarelli 
and  Peter  Hoag  were  welcomed  as  alternate  members  to  fill  vacancies  left  by 
the  departures  of  Rick  Crockford  and  Skip  Hoag.  The  Capital  Improvements 
committee  consisted  of  Len  Marino,  Chairman.  Rick  Crockford.  Bob  Miner. 
Kirke  Read,  Jim  Hambrook,  James  Gaisser  and  Sarah  Zuccarelli. 

Several  substantive  changes  to  the  zoning  ordinance  are  proposed  for  the  200 1 
Town  Warrant;  one  concerning  cell  towers,  three  concerning  definitions  of 
buildings  or  structures,  one  concerning  the  Historic  District,  and  a  petitioned 
change  concerning  gravel  pits  in  the  rural-residential  zone. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rick  Crockford  and  Sue  Bowden.  a  committee  spent 
long  hours  developing  a  comprehensive  ordinance  concerning  Personal 
Wireless  Service  Facilities  (cell-phone  towers).  The  proposed  ordinance  will 
provide  the  town  with  solid  control  over  the  placement  of  "cell-phone  towers" 
in  Sandwich. 

Other  issues  that  the  Board  spent  countless  hours  on  include  the  update  to  the 
Master  Plan,  and  the  gravel  pits  that  exist  in  the  town.  My  thanks  to  all  board 
members  who  spent  many  unselfish  hours  working  on  all  these  projects. 

The  board  remains  committed  to  tending  to  the  best  interests  of  Sandwich.  We 
appreciate  the  continued  support  of  the  town's  residents  and  other  boards.  As 
usual,  the  assistance  of  Wendy  Huff,  Priscilla  Seeley,  and  Sharon  Teel  is 
incalculable.

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THE  SAMUEL  H.  WENTWORTH  LIBRARY 

Completion  of  the  heating/cooling  project  at  the  Samuel  H.  Wentworth 
Library  was  the  highlight  of  the  accomplishments  for  the  year.  The 
improved  climate  control  will  result  in,  not  only  increased  patron  and  staff 
comfort,  but  savings  as  well,  since  the  old  (1957)  furnace,  which  was  only 
72%  efficient,  has  been  replaced.  As  a  result  the  Library  warms  up  more 
quickly. 

Plans  are  underway  for  the  Library  Grounds  Project,  initiated  by  Susan  C. 
Mitchel.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  could  be  a  three-year  project,  with 
appeals  for  funding  grants  and  donations  of  service  to  assist  in  the  costs. 
The  object  of  the  changes  will  be  to  open  up  the  grounds  so  that  the  old 
building  is  clearly  visible,  and  to  re-grade  slopes  for  easier  maintenance, 
in  addition  to  making  the  hillside  a  spot  to  view  the  tennis  courts  and 
playing  fields. 

The  Sandwich  Home  Nursing  has  given  a  generous  donation  toward 
another  computer,  to  be  used  in  the  Library  to  access  health  information. 
The  Association  has  also  contributed  to  the  updating  of  the  health  related 
books  given  over  the  past  five  years. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continue  their  generous  support,  including  a 
poetry  collection.  The  new  poetry  books  were  displayed  and  a  poetry 
reading  was  held,  with  Courtenay  Moore.  The  popular  book  sale  held  by 
the  Friends  will  be  held  annually  from  now  on. 

Volunteers  were  honored  at  a  reception  held  by  the  Trustees  in 
September  to  show  appreciation  for  their  dedication.  The  Trustees  are 
deeply  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  Library  from  volunteers  and  the 
townspeople.  We  hope  to  continue  to  improve  our  service  to  Sandwich.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

This  year  an  efficient  heating  and  cooling  system  was  installed  at  the 
Library  by  workmen  from  Caswell  Corporation.  The  Library  had  been 
heated  by  two  systems  since  the  addition  was  constructed  in  the 
seventies.  The  oldest  system  was  installed  about  1957.  Our  new  system 
provides  both  heating  and  cooling.  A  large  proportion  of  the  funding  for 
this  project  came  from  private  donations.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  Selectmen  for  supporting  this  project.  Since  we  have 
also  installed  a  fire  alarm  system,  a  telecommunication  switching  unit,  an 
automated  circulation  system,  and  computers  for  online  public  access  all 
within  the  last  five  years,  I  believe  that  our  physical  plant  will  now  be  able 
to  meet  or  exceed  the  needs  of  the  community  efficiently.  Without  the 
strong  support  of  our  community  we  would  not  have  been  able  to  maintain 
the  technically  superior  library  facility  which  we  now  have.  All  of  these 
projects  were  funded  completely  or  in  part  by  private  donations. 

I  believe  that  the  Library  collections  are  in  excellent  condition  and  meet 
the  needs  of  the  community  well.  As  proof  of  the  vitality  of  the  collection,  I 
can  point  out  that  we  lend  three  times  as  many  books  using  the  interlibrary 
loan  program  as  we  borrow.  Our  collections  are  envied  by  many. 

The  Library  Trustees  plan  to  focus  on  improving  the  Library  grounds  in 
2001. 1  hope  you  will  support  this  effort.  The  Library  is  situated  on  a  large 
lot  with  a  great  deal  of  potential.  As  they  stand,  the  grounds  are 
welcoming  and  pleasant,  but  they  could  be  truly  beautiful.  Please  lend  a 
hand  with  this  project. 

Thanks  to  all  who  have  volunteered  at  the  Library  this  year.  Your  efforts 
have  been  essential  to  the  smooth  operation  of  the  Library. 

I  will  complete  my  tenth  year  as  Librarian  here  this  March.  I  am  pleased 
that  I  have  been  able  to  improve  the  collections,  upgrade  and  maintain  the 
facility,  provide  the  ACT  film  series  for  ten  years,  and  welcome  an 
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Librarian's  Report  (continued) 

increasing  number  of  Library  users.  Meeting  my  goals  here  has  not 
always  been  easy,  but  I  have  always  had  plenty  of  help  and  support.

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SEWER  COMMISSION 

No  new  users  were  added  in  2000.  Total  system  flow  has  remained 
essentially  the  same  as  in  prior  years. 

Operating  costs  for  the  year  increased  due  to  higher  pumping  fees. 
Sludge  pumping  and  disposal  remain  a  continuing  concern  for  all  septic 
systems  including  our  sewer  system  because  of  higher  dumping  fees  at 
privately  owned  septage  lagoons  and  public  waste  water  treatment 
facilities. 

The  contribution  to  the  Sewer  Capital  Reserve  Fund  was  increased  again 
to  $4,200.  This  reflects  our  judgement  that  the  Reserve  Fund  may  not  be 
increasing  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  meet  a  major  rebuilding  of  the  leachfield 
at  some  time  in  the  future. 

We  remind  you  yet  again  that  connection  of  sump  pumps  to  the  system  is 
a  gross  violation  and  unfair  to  other  users.  Offenders  may  expect  to  be 
vigorously  prosecuted.  We  also  remind  users  that  they  are  allowed  to 
place  sillcocks  before  meters,  but  these  must  be  inspected  by  a 
Commissioner  after  installation.  We  would  also  like  to  remind  users  to 
ensure  proper  insulation  to  keep  meters  from  freezing.  Replacement  of 
damaged  meters  will  cost  the  user  $125. 

And,  please  continue  to  be  cautious  to  choose  soaps  and  cleaning 
products  that  are  low  in  phosphates  and  not  use  any  other  inappropriate 
substances  which  will  end  up  in  our/your  system.

TAX  CREDITS: 

Applications  for  the  following  permanent  property  tax  credits  must  be  filed  by  March  1st. 
$1400  credit  for  service  connected  total  and  permanent  disability 
$1400  credit  for  widow  of  veteran  killed  or  died  on  active  duty 
Total  tax  credit  for  double  amputee  or  paraplegic 
$100  credit  for  veteran/veteran's  spouse/veteran's  widow 
(Service  connected  credits  may  also  be  claimed  by  those  who  served  on  active 

duty  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  allies  if  they  were  citizens  of  the  U.S.  at  the  time  of  their 

entry  into  these  armed  forces  and  are  presently  residents  of  NH) 

TAX  EXEMPTIONS:  (Applications  must  be  filed  by  March  1*() 

Exemptions  (deductions  from  assessed  valuation)  are  available  for: 

Solar  energy  systems 

Wood  heating  energy  systems 

Wind  powered  energy  systems 

Persons  who  are  legally  blind 

Elderly  property  owners:  subject  to  certain  age,  income  and  asset  restrictions 

Owner/resident  of  property  modified  for  the  physically  handicapped 
Current  Use  and  Conservation  Easements  also  result  in  a  reduction  in  assessed 
valuation.  Applications  for  current  use  or  conservation  easement  exemptions  must 
be  filed  by  April  15th. 

TOWN  ORDINANCES:  (copies  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall) 

PARKING  ORDINANCE: 

Defines  the  parking  regulations  on  Routes  1 13  and  109  and  the  intersection  at 
Squam  Lake  Road  and  Church  Street. 

DOG  LEASH  LAW: 

Within  the  Town  of  Sandwich  dogs  must  be  kept  on  a  leash  or  under  the 
control  of  their  owner.  Yearly  licensing  of  dogs  is  required. 

BEACH/BOAT  LAUNCH  ORDINANCES: 

Requires  a  Town  Permit  for  use  of  the  Town  Beach  and  Boat  Launch  on 
Squam  Lake  Road,  the  Pothole  in  North  Sandwich,  Beede's  Falls  on  Sandwich 
Notch  Road  and  the  beach  at  Bearcamp  Pond.  Times  of  use  and  conduct  are 
also  regulated. 
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Credits/Exemptions/Ordinances  (continued) 

RECYCLING  CENTER  ORDINANCE: 

Recycling  requirements  are  listed.  Fines  are  imposed  if  these  are  not  met.  A 
Town  Permit  or  Recycling  Center  Permit  is  required  for  use  of  the  Recycling 
Center. 

ALARM  ORDINANCE: 

Requires  registration  of  all  alarm  systems  with  the  Police  Department.  Fines 
are  imposed  for  excessive  false  alarms. 

PERMITS  are  required  for  parades  on  state  roads  and  for  raffles  conducted  in  Town. 

HOUSE  NUMBERING  ORDINANCE: 

Requires  numbering  of  all  primary  buildings. 

ZONING  ORDINANCE,  SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS  AND  SITE  PLAN  REVIEW: 
These  regulations  should  be  consulted  before  any  new  building  or  remodeling 
is  planned  and  before  changes  in  existing  ownership  of  land  through 
subdivision  or  boundary  line  adjustment.  Topics  covered  include  wetlands 
protection,  setbacks  from  lot  lines,  steep  slopes,  signs,  septic  regulations  and 
other  requirements. 

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  GUIDELINES: 

Within  the  Historic  District  certain  guidelines  apply  to  changes  in  exteriors  of 
buildings  and  use  of  land. 

EXCAVATION  ORDINANCE: 

Covers  gravel  pits  and  other  excavation  which  may  require  attention  to  these 
regulations  both  during  active  use  and  later  when  inactive. 

BUILDING  PERMITS: 

Any  new  building  or  changes  to  an  existing  structure  require  a  building  permit  if 
the  value  of  the  work  to  be  done  exceeds  $2,000  or  when  construction  or 
reconstruction  violates  zoning  regulation  setbacks. 
A  state/federal  permit  is  required  for  projects  affecting  wetlands.
